SAY HE VTILL ACCEl'T. 


It was also asserted by those in a. po- 


sition to know that Roosevelt's accept- 
ance, in case of his nomination, -was 
assured, but this was not upon strong- 
er ground than that Senator Platt haJ 
.given this assurance. There can be no 
doubt, however, regardless of Roose- 
velt's own position, that he is to be 
the Plan-Quay candidate, and they feel 
safe in the confidence that he will not 
decline the office if it is forced upon 
him. 


The development of tho movement 


in Rooevelt's behalf had the effect of 
bringing Former Secretary Bliss con- 
spicuously forward as the opposing 
candidate, and the fact was announced 
by those very close to him that he 
•would accept if nominated. From the 
first Senator Hanna and his followers 
have , advocated 
the 
nomination of 


either Bliss or Allison. The latter has 
made his nwn declination absolutely- 
unequivocal, thus forcing Bliss to the 
front despite his own disinclination to 
accept the position. He repeated his

The Shang- 
hai correspondent of The Daily Ex- 
press says; "'Sheng, as head of the tel- 
graph administration, .pretended that 
the line connecting Shanghai with Pe- 
king had been down since June 9, and 
that the wires to Tieii Tsin Were cui: 
on June 15, It is known, however, thai 
last Friday Sheng received a message 
from either Peking or Tien Tsin. This 
dispatch said that General Tung Fun 
Siang's troops aided the Boxers, in an 
organized attack upon the foreign le- 
gations, and that in the course of tho 
attack some of the legation buildings 
were reduced to ruins, and one foreign 
minister sliced to pieces." Why. ia the 
cables, it should have been added that 
the murdered minister was Baron Von

French Consul Communicates. 


Paris, June 18. — A cablegram re- 


ceived from the French

Hongkong dbee-nct mention the re- 
ported murder of the German minister 
at Peking or the reported destruction 
of the legat.-uns there.

So far as legislation can accomplish 


It. all of Africa lying between Egypt 
and the Sahara on the north and the 
Zambezi und German Southwest Afri- 
ca in the south has been turned into an 
immense gr.mo preserve by the Euro- 
pean powers which have seized tlie 
contlueat, says the New York Sun. Ou 
Hay 1!) representatives of Great Brit- 
aia, France, Germany, Portugal, Italy, 
Spain ami of the king of the Belgians, 
acting for the Kongo State, Ni.srneil a 
con ventlon at London for the preserva- 
tion of -n-ikl animals, birds aiul fish in 
Africa.

Ainongr the 
commissioners ' were 


sportsmen, naturalists and explorers <~s 
well as diplomats. 
They prepared 


schedules of animals, the hunting or 
killing of some being prohibited, of 
others limited and of others permitted 
and encouraged. No cue will be nl- 
lowed to hunt in central Africa with- 
out a license from the local govern- 
ments. Ileserves are to be established, 
as far as possible, within w-liich all 
hunting is prohibited and close seasons 
established for the protection of breed- 
ing. Dynssalte and poison shall not 
be used, while restrictions are put on 
the employment of nets and pitfalls. 
Measures are to be taken to prevent 
the spread of cattle disease and other 
epidemics and for Interfering -with the 
destruction of specific animals. 


Tlie classification of animals is inter- 


esting. Those which must not be kill- 
ed at ail are partly useful—-namely, tho 
vulture., the owl. tlie secretary bird and 
the rhinoceros bird, and partly rare and 
likely to be cstermloated, the giraffe, 
the gorilla and chimpanzee, the moun- 
tain rebrn, the wild ass, the white 
tailed gnu, the eland and the little 
Libcrliin hippopotamus. On tlie. other 
hnncl, harmful animals are marked out 
for destruction, and special efforts will 
be made to reduce their numbers. 
Tiiftii- br-e lions, leopards, hyenas, hunt- 
Ing dogs (Lycaon pictus), otters, bab- 
oons and other harmful monkeys, 
crocodiles, poisonous snakes, pythons 
and large birds oC priey -which are not 
useful.

A Uisrinctiou is made between the 


protected animals which may be hunt- 
ed under restrictions. 
Of some, tbe 


young and the females, when accom- 
pauicd !iy their young or otherwise 
recognizable-, must not be killed. This 
picturesque list includes the elephant, 
tin1 rhinoceros, the hippopotamus, the 
zebra, the buTfalb, the antelope find ga- 
zelle, the iliox and the chevrotaln. Ex- 
port duties will be imposed on their 
hides, tusks and horns. In regard to 
ihc elephant, especially, severe penal- 
ties will bo imposed, and tusks •welgh- 
ln.it loss than ten pounds shall be con- 
fiscated wberttvor found.

Inhabitant of n o African jungle boa 
escaped tin? watchful eye of the coa- 
ventlon. The London Times, la com- 
nientins on the report, which has just 
been mails', public, thinks nevertheless 
that the commissioners did not go far 
enough and that they should Cave pro- 
hibited all hunting for specified pe- 
riods, a' suggestIcn that seems even 
more practicable than the prohibitions 
of the couventiou. The recommenda- 
tions are almost purely academical, 
for the chief destroyers of animal life 
in Africa are the natives in search of 
food or clothing or of the means of 
satisfying the requirements of com- 
merce. 
If they can be educated to 


abstain from wanton destruction of 
useful animals, some part of the fauna 
peculiar to Africa may be saved from 
extinction. 
Meantime it is something 


to have secured a general international 
agreement, as to what the civilized na- 
tions should do. It will act as a deter- 
rent on European "sportsmen" who 
seek only to destroy and may «v«n 
reach the traders outside of Africa, 
whose shortsighted policy of imme- 
diate gain is a large factor in tbe 
threatened extinction of the most val- 
imole and interesting of African ani- 
mals.

Colonel nilrt«r Brlnsrw llloji Collec- 


tion For SntiiliMcntnn luatlintlon. 


Colonel F. F. Hilder, chief clerk of 


the bureau of ethnology, has returned 
from tlio Philippines, where he went to 
r.iakt? a collection under tbe direction 
of the Smithsonian itistitution for ex- 
hibition ;:t the Pan-American exposi- 
tion to be ijclti in Buffalo nex^ year. 
Uis mission was a very successful one, 
.ad he U.'is brought home with him a 
valuable collection of Filipino curios 
and specimens of native industry.

of lh<; workshops of Manila, furniture 
of bamboo and elegant hardwoods, can- 
co:;, gun*, swords, knives, bolos. infer- 
nal machines acd other Instruments of 
warf:irt¥. roils of! handwritten native 
music, exhibit fro:h the schools and all 
manner of articles calculated to throw 
light upon the manner of life in the is- 
lands.
